More labor troubles are reported 
from Washington.

The strikers wanted 
contractors to pay $150 per day. 

Secretary Schurz’s decision to the 
efect thit Union Pacific railroad lands 
not sold can be pre-empted by settlers 
at $1 25 per acre, will throw open to 
the public a large amount of valuable 
land in Nebraska, and there is no 
doubt it will nearly all be pre-empted. 
Union Pacific Commissioner 
Leavitt Burnham says that in gome 
counties the company owns land Yalu- 
ed as high a $12 per acre, and that 
they propose to contest all cases of 
such pre-emtion. The result will be 
a lively rages on the part of the 
Union Pacific, who will be a very 
heavy loser by this decision.

VALLEY

some particulars in regard to projected 
improvements of the roads in Roop 
and Modoc counties. It is proposed 
to build a road from Surprise valley 
to Alturas, Modvc county, direct. On 
this side a road is to be constructed 
from Ross’ camp, this side of Sheep 
Head springs, to Pyramid lake. The 
purpose of all this proposed expense 
and improvement is the desire of resi- 
dents to concentrate their trade for 
Reno, as being the most profitable 
point, all things considered. A _por- 
tion of the trade has been forced over 
the mountains to Redding owing to 
the fact of distance and hard roads on 
this side. A prominent merchant of 
Alturas now promises to build the 
proposed road from his town to the 
highest point between there and Bid- 
well, and the citizens of Modoc county 
will, without doubt, complete it. 
There is a natural road via’ Pyra- 
mid Lake from here to Surprise. The 
new road from Ross’s camp will follow 
the natural channel for the entire 
distance, and when a few improve- 
ments have been made in the main 
road now traveled, the farmers of 
Modoc will have easy and direct com- 
munication with Reno. Every element 
of interest and profit impels these 
people to trade with us, and they are 
hence willing to expend muney to 
make the connection. It seems to 
the GazETTE that, as we collect taxes 
in Roop county, the Commissioners 
should aid these improvements. We 
understand that $150 is all that will 
be asked from Washoe, and this, it 
seems to us, would be a good invest- 
ment. The trade of that section is

enough water left in the Truckee to 
wet the rocks. Among the most im- 
portant ditch enterprises now in prog- 
ress, the Pacific ditch of J. P. Foulks, 
ef Verdi, and H. W. Hobert, of 
Truckee. It starts about four miles 
above Verdi, and will, when com- 
pleted, be seven miles long. The 
ditch will be finished in two or three 
weeks, and will carry 1000 inches. 
The water will reclaim a large flat of 
about 1000 acres below Verdi. The 
town of Verdi will also be supplied 
with water for fire and ordinary pur- 
poses. Mr. Foulkes has connected iron 
pipes with reservoirs at the ditch, and 
with a hose is able to throw a stream 


over his house. 

The Serra valley and Truckee ditch, 
owued by a Virginia City company, 
has about 75 men digging. A. F. Mc- 
Kay superintends the work The 
ditch taps the Webber fork of the 
Truckee about seven miles below the 
lake, near old Grizzly Davis’ station 
in Sardine valley. Two miles of the 
ditch have been dug. Soon a natural 


channel will be struck in a ravine run- 
ning into Sierra valley. The entire 
length will be some 14 miles, and the 
water will be used to reclaim about 
50,000 acres of sagebrush lands. About 
5000 inches will be used. The Steam- 
boat and Truckee Irrigation and Canal 
Company tap the river near the State 
line and have already finished two 
miles of their ditch. The force of 
Chinese !aborers will shortly be largely 
increased, and it is expected that nine 
miles of ditch will be completed by 
September ist. The ditch will carry 
5000 inches, for irrigating purposes, 

James Mayberry is constructing a 
ditch beginning three miles below 
Verdi, and bringing the water to his 
place, six miles above here. 

Mr. Marlette, who has a ditch run- 
ning from Marlette lake to Lake View, 
is now surveying the route for a ditch 
from the latter to Silver City. He 
has an idea of drawing part of the 
water from some tributary of the 
Truckee. 

Other ditch projects will, of course, 
be carried out as long as the river will 
stand it. On the east and south the 
tributaries to the Truckee are Wicks’, 
Deer, Hunter’s and Bell’s creeks, and 
on the west and north Dog, Little 
Truckee, Prosser and Donner creeks, 
and the little creek that runs through 
Squaw valley. Most of these streams 
are now tapped by ditches. There is 
sure tobe arow. The Truckee can 
not bear this drain, and those having 
mill rights and land under cultivation 
along its banks will naturally kick at 
seeing the main source of their pros- 
perity being drawn away from them. 
There will, in all probability, be a 
full crop of lawsuits before very long. 
It is already promised that a land- 
owner at the point of commencement 
of the Sierra valley and Truckee 
ditch will, when it is completed, en- 
join the owners from tapping the 
river. 
in the mountains will also, without 
doubt, have a serious influence upon 
the Truckee. It will not only affect 
the rainfalls, but the snow, unpro- 
tected by the trees, will melt rapidly 
and give us at one season of the ye r 
a torrent, and at another a nearly 
empty river, The drain of the ditches 
will aid the emptying process fear- 
fully. Colonel Von Schmidt may 
sake trouble with his dam, too, if the 
ditch companies run afoul ef his good 
nature. He could dry them all up 
by shutting down his sluices. Plainly, 
there is going to be a merry time of it.

MEAT SHIPPING. 


An Abundant Hay Crop Promises to 
Increase Reno’s Cattle Trade. 

During the coming winter we look 
for a very large increase in the busi- 
ness of the California Fruit and Meat 
Shipping Company, whose principal 
depot and place of business is located 
at Reno. Mr. W. 8S. Bailey, one of 
the largest owners, and a man of first. 
class reputation in business circles, is 
now in Oregon. He will purchase 
4000 head of cattle for the company’s 
use during the coming winter. From 
a citizen who lately visited the north- 
ern country, we learn that the number 
of cattle brought to this point for 


shipment promises to exceed the rec- 
for any former year. The reason 
for this promised increase is found in 
the excellent hay crop of the present 
year, and the probability that prices 
for loose hay will be co ingly 
lower. This will induce cattle men to

Every 
Renoite yurchasing one cake of the 
celebrated Frodoski’s soap would be 
presented with three of these envel- 
opes free of charge. The apparition 
wished it distinctly understood that 
these envelopes were not sold, but 
given away, “asa means of advertis- 
ing and facilitating the sale of the 
celebrated Frodoski soap.’ When the 
apparition, to prove that there wus po 
sleight of hand in the busivess, drew 
up the sleeves of his duster. proving 
also that although he was going to 
give away $500, he scorned to wear a 
shirt. He did not take the trouble to 
let the now large crowd see the ‘‘or- 
ders” which he folded with such os- 
tentatious fairness, but put them into 
the envelopes, announced their value, 
and threw them into the cracker-box. 
The first man who bought a cake of 
the celebrated Frodoski soap won $20; 
so did the second purchaser, and then 
the crowd began, as all intelligent 
crowds will, to hand up their dollars. 
Some dollar prizes were drawn, and 
also one of $10. The apparition after 
bagging about $50, announced that he 
was a ruined person, as the sharp men 
of Reno had broken his bank, so he 
gor down from his dry goods box and 
isappeared. An ancient Syrian chron- 
icle which is owned by the editor of 
the GazETTE explains that once upon 
a time, before the reign of King Mor- 
iarty, of the Seventh dynasty, there 
arose in Shaw's Flat, the capital of the 
country, @ strange map named Mulli- 
ano the Hardup, son of Cheeque, the 
ustlaire; and he made a large figure 
before the people, who cried in-ad- 
miration : “Behold, he hath gall, 
hath this Mulligano;” for it was the 
custom of this great man to take tours 
into the interior, and perform for the 
edification of the people upon the 
jamboree.

The Mulligano sold 
upon the streets a preparation for 
cleansing garments, and gave away 
large sums of money in free envelopes 
as a means of advertising and facilita- 
ting the sale of his cleansing mixture. 
It came to pass, likewise, that the two 
first purchasers alway§ got away with 
the big prizes, and that all the prizes 
fell to the pals of the sports; for the 
orders in the envelopes were . not 
marked and the Mulligano read them 
to suit himself. Aod when the Syri- 
ans were sucked dry the Mulligauo, 
and the sports, and the pals would 
meetin the buck roum of a saloon, 
sports would tuke back the money 
wherewith they had staked the Mulli 
gano, and then a grand Syrian cere- 
monial called the “whack-up” would 
wind up the — performances.

The Eclipse. 

A good free entertainment has been 
furnished the citizens of Reno this 
afternoon by the eclipse of the sun. 
The doors were opened about half- 
past 1, and the spectators were fur- 
nished with a bit of smoked glass at 
the door, and hurt their necks looking 
up at the sho-v for, the two hours or so 


during which it lasted at those points 
in the country where the eclipse was 
tutal. This is the fourth return of the 
total eclipse of June 16, 1806, and the 
line of the central eclipse runs from 
northwest to southeast across the 
western portion of the United 
States. The muaio point of observa 
tion was at Rawlins, Wyoming Terri- 
tory. The principal object of the 
scientists wi.l be tu ascertain the com- 
potion of the Corona.
